I've been reading some of the ongoing 30M prop reports.. so for what it's 
worth: 


On 6-20-95 at 20:00 pacific daylight, I answered a CQ from VE7DXF, Don in 
Port Alice BC, an island near Vancouver. Don ran 50 watts into a dipole at 
35 feet and I used 3 watts, tuner and 120' random wire laying on my roof and 
in a tree at 15 feet average height. Initially, I was 339 and Don was 459. 
Later on, around 20:20 the band picked up. I was 569 and Don was 579. 
Signals were still readable with QSB cycling about every 2 minutes. We went 
QRT at 20:45. We used 10.1059 kHz and I had the CW filter selected on my 
IC735; no problems from the commercial QRM. I did notice the noise from the 
commercial RTTY had increased between 20:00 and 20:45 hours. 


Not a DX record, but I'm glad whenever my temporary antenna can be heard 
-and- when I can hear a signal above the QRN from the powerlines here.

To all my Viper buds and other Shit Hot Fighter Gods on the net - 


It was a good day at Aviano! As you guys have no doubt heard, we 
rescued Scott "Zulu" O'Grady today after 6 days of E&Eing in the Bosnian 
countryside. We had an idea that he was still out there but hadn't had 
positive radio contact until about 0000Z this morning when Capt T.O. Hanford 
had some extra gas so he stayed in his CAP a little longer and tried to 
reach 
Zulu on the SAR A (PRC-112) freq from the day of the shoot down. 

After about 40 minutes of calls in the blind, T.0O. started getting some 
suspect clicks on the mike. Finally, Zulu came up voice. T.0. didn't have 
all the info from Zulu's ISOPREP so he came up with 
a quick way to verify it was indeed Zulu, although it sounded like Zulu 
recognized T.0.'s voice and called him by name (although the comm was weak 
since T.0. (Basher 11) was about 70 miles away). The comm went something 
like this. 


"Basher 52 this is Basher 11" 

click 

"Basher 52, this is Basher 11, are you up on this freq" 

"This is Basher 52" 

"Say again, understand this is Basher 52" 

"This is Basher 52...I'm alive" 

"Say again, Basher 52, you are weak and unreadable, this is Basher 11" 
"This is Basher 52!" 


pause 


"Basher 52, what squadron were you in at Kunsan?" 
"Juvats! Juvats! I'm alive!" 


"Copy that, you're alive! Basher 52, sit tight and come back up at 15 past 
the hour" 


T.O. then started coordinating with Magic to pass words to the Deny 
Flight CAOC (command center) that he had positive radio contact with Basher 
52. They replied that T.0. should pass the word "manana" to Basher 52. 
When he did, Zulu replied "I want to get picked up tonight!" (imagine 
that). So T.0. passed that to the CAOC and the decision was made to press 
with a rescue. We were 2 hours before sunrise so it would be daylight but 
there was concern (rightly so) that word would get out to the press and 
every SA-6 in the AOR would be mobile and spiking us and the rest of the 
rescue package. So they went ASAP. 


T.0. stayed airborne (now at about the 4 hour point in his sortie - 
one note here: T.0. got high marks for wingman consideration for advising 
his wingman that it was a good time to take a piss on the way to the tanker! 

That video clip probably won't make CNN ) and the 510 FS Buzzards scrambled 
our alert guys (I was #2). Unfortunately, Vaughn "Slot" Littlejohn and I 
had just gone from 60 minute alert to 180 minute alert and I had headed home 
to get some sleep. The phone rang at about 0255L (after about 10 minutes of 
sleep) telling me to get in there ASAP. I was back at the SQ in 15 minutes. 

Before I was even in the door, our ADO, Phil "Psycho" Sever told me we had 
positive radio contact, get dressed, step, crank, and taxi ASAP - I would 
meet SLOT in EOR whenever he made it in. We were in the air at about O400L 
(1+05 from a dead sleep at home) loaded with 2xGBU-12s, 2 slammers, 2 9Ms, a 
131 pod, and 2 tanks (Standard DF SCL). We swapped out with T.O. manning 
the cap and staying in touch with Zulu every 15 minutes. A SEAD package was 
getting airborne as T.O. started his RTB. We had a plan with the F-18Ds 
(Harm shooters (kind of), with NVGs and a WSO), EFs, and EA-6Bs to try to 
establish contact. But since we already had contact, the F-18s just did a 
recce run to get a good fix on him and to check the weather. 


Meanwhile, Zobe the hero, callsign Rock 42, was hanging on Slot's 
wing 70 miles away listening to the whole thing, ensuring my tape was on. I 
can't wait to tell my grandkids about the day I put all my Weapons School 
training to use - "No shit, kids, there I was - tape on, tape off, tape on, 
tape off. The pressure was incredible!" Seriously, although I didn't do 
shit, it was shit hot to listen to the entire mission unfolding. The helos 
were inbound, authenicating Zulu (they asked him what he was called in high 
school when he got drunk!) With a good ID they moved in, had Zulu pop some 
smoke, and picked him up. The whole thing from the authentication to the 
pick-up was about 10 minutes (seemed like an eternity). To hear comm like, 
"Basher 52, got you in sight", was pretty moving, especially after thinking 
for most of the week that Zulu was a mort ("Wilbur" Wright didn't see a 
chute, no radio contact, etc.) I've 
never been choked up in the jet before, but I was this morning. 


Unfortunately, they weren't out of danger yet. We hit the tanker 


and when we came back up to Magic freq the helos were about 13 miles from 
feet 

wet. Then I heard the escort chopper, c/s Bull, say, "Bud, impacts 
underneath 

you. SAMS IN THE AIR! SAMS IN THE AIR!" FUCK!! Luckily, they missed, 
although they took some small arms fire and apparently the gunner from Bull 
Silenced that. About 10 minutes later, we heard the call that they were 
feet 

wet, then shortly after that that they had "mother in sight" (the ship), two 
more bits of comm that I will never forget. 


So we got one of our own back. What a day. I wish we could have 
done more in the rescue but it was almost entirely a Navy and Marine show 
(we and the mud-eagles were in the cap) and they kicked ass. So don't bad 
mouth the squids and jarheads too loudly - they put on a good act today and 
we've got a Viper driver back because of it. 


I thought you might enjoy hearing the story straight from the CSAR 
Commander of VTR Ops! Hope it wasn't too mushy, but after all, I did cry 
when I watched Old Yeller. That's just the emotional type of guy I am! 

Hope all is well with you guys at your various bases. Drop me a line and 
let me know what's up. Fly safe, check six, and pray for the UN leadership 
to get a clue and let us blow these bastards back into the stone age!

Subject: G5RVs and Zepps

A little info on these two antenna types: 
The G5RV antenna and center-fed or extended double Zepp antenna have a few 
similarities: Both use balanced (300 ohm or 450 ohm) feedlines and both use 


specific lengths of radiator and feeder. 


The G5RV radiator and feeder length combination provide an impedance close to 
50 ohms on some amateur bands. Some G5RVs have the balanced feeder connected 


directly to a random length of coax which goes to the station. Some G5RVs 
have a 1:1 balun between the balanced line and coax. Others have a direct 
connection between the feeder and tuner, which is the best way to go. The 


G5RV was designed to be a good multiband antenna, rather than a special 
pattern antenna for one band like the Double Zepp. Some poorly designed 
"bargain" antenna tuners may not have enough inductance or capacitance to 
spare for tuning out extreme reactances on other center-fed antenna designs, 
but may work better with the "tamer" low and medium impedances of the G5RV. 

Fed and used properly, the G5RV is a good allband antenna. If you have the 
room for an 80 meter flat-top, rip out the coax and feed it with ladder line 
and a tuner... and now you'll have an allband antenna. Use G5RV dimensions if 
you have a cranky tuner. 


Center-Fed Zepp antennas have been dimensioned for operation on harmonically 
related bands, or else a special radiation pattern on a single band. Many 
of the dimensions in today's designs are reprints from OLD antenna articles 
of the 1930's and 1940's. Back then, the tube finals were sometimes 
push-pull and coupled to a medium or high impedance balanced feedline. No 
coax. The antenna had to be designed to work on harmonically related bands, 
so antenna-feeder dimensions were more for matching than radiation pattern. 
Coax and low-impedance output came along, then came 15 meters in the late 
1940's (A WARC band!). These days we have NINE bands, wideband finals and 
antenna tuners (AKA transmatches, ATUs, couplers) so scaling multiband 
antennas for a match to a high-Z tube final is no longer an issue. The only 
dimensions we need to worry about are those which which work with our tuner 
on ALL bands, or which give a special radiation pattern on a favorite band... 
Enter the center-fed Zepp. Zepps may be cut so that each leg is 1/2 
wavelength on the primary frequency. In the clear, this will give a 
figure-8 pattern with a one ot two dB of gain over a dipole. The extended 
Double Zepp uses .625 to .64 wavelength legs (about 5/8 wavelength per leg). 
It also has a figure-8 pattern with some minor lobes. I think the stated 
gain for the Double Zepp was 3 dB over a dipole. Zepps, used with a good 


tuner, may also be operated on lower and higher frequencies. On lower 
frequencies, the Zepp will have a similar pattern to a dipole. On higher 
frequencies, the number of lobes will increase and generally the antenna 
becomes more directive off the ends as frequency is increased above the point 
where each leg is .64 wavelength. 


In concealed and low profile installations, a pure antenna pattern is 
debatable because the antenna is close to ground, wiring, etc. The primary 
concern is just putting out a signal on all bands. 


With today's 9-band radios and tuners, it is not so important to conform to 
ancient texts about harmonically related antenna and feeder lengths unless 
you are after a special pattern (Zepps) or a special matching condition 
(G5RVs).

Hello Greg, 

What you saw was a tank of Nitrogen gas that is used to pressurize 

cable lines. It keeps the moisture out of the lines. Usually the lines 
are pressurized to about 5 PSI. Nitrogen is used to pressurize many 
high power RF lines also. I used to work for a local radio station, KTSA, 
and we used four inch copper tubing with a one inch copper tubing 

center conductor for our coax (50KW.) It was pressurized to about 5 PST 
with nitrogen. I remember that we had to replace the coax because we 
moved the station transmitter. The chief engineer forgot that he 

had connected the tank to the coax and it had pressurized to about 

30 PSI! We were lucky that we didn't blow one of the connectors off 

of the end!

I follow the procedure to walk L118 and the C1 trimmer, but stopped when 
the trimmer screw was so loose it was about to fall out. I trimmed the coax 
that goes from the oscillator board to the right size but still can't 

get the VFO freq. high enough (supposed to be 5.9993Mhz) Am currently 
monkeying around with a series cap to act as a padder & reduce the overall 
capacitance, but it's hit & miss.
